"Parity, Parity, Parity is an interesting book. It is easy to read. 
Even the forsword is interesting. But the reader must be careful in fol- 
lowing the author through to his conclusions. It will be difficult to 
follow some of tho lines through. Doubtless some discriminating readers 
will agree with the author in his conclusions but not in all of his reason— 
ing, while others -will disagree with many points in his conclusions. 

The book is designed to have some influence upon legislation and adminis- 
tration with reference to farm problems. The three parities considered 
ares one for agriculturo, one for labor, and one for capital. The author 
states that his objective is to bring representatives of each of the three 
groups together through understanding of each other. He hopes that all 
three can put their feet under a common table and work out measures that 
are good for them all. He is trying to develop for tho representatives 
of the three groups standards of economic justicoe Toward the end of 
the book he presents the parity objective in a statement of principle as 
follows: "This essential principle is that at any given time there is a 
ratio between the incomos of different groups in society, and accompany— 
ing prices, which on the one hand represents equal returns for equal cf- 
fort, and on the other, a balanced allocation of effort and resources in 
difforent lines of production. 

Throughout the book the author points his finger at some spokesmen for 
farmers as asking too much. He scolds them for ite Toward the end he 
says? "The problem confronting the war administrators is not that of dis- 
tributing war sacrifices between cconomic groups, but instead that of 
keeping them from cashing in unequally’on the war gains." With this we 
might agree, but ask; What are the standard measures of equality as to 
either sacrifices or gains? In the meantime the author has shown the 
reader that we do not have very accurate and dependable measures of equal- 
ity, but he asks farmers to accept the parity that is now computed ~ and 
without questioning labor parity or quibbling over the matter. 

Space will not permit detailed examination of points along the way 
through the book. Some of the major points of intcrest are summerized in 
the following paragraphs: 

The chapter relating to the evolution of parity hiteddnta @ good sunnmary 
of the development of price index numbers relating to agriculture, and 
their use with reference to the agricultural program, In this it is 
pointed out that the historical parity base was found not to be satisfac- 
tory in the case of many commodities. The modifications are cited with 
apparent approval. At the end of the chapter it is noted that after the 
outbreak of the war certain groups became dissatisfied, or more dissatis- 
fied with the historical base and wished to include in the computation of 
parity an clenent that would take into account changes in industrial wages. 
Yet at the end of the chapter there is the implication that the historical 
parity should have been accepted without introducing this new clement. 

The chapters relating to farm prices and industrial wages or workers? 
earnings present some new angles to the relationship between farmers and 
industrial workers. In this connection the author questions the validity 
of the pre-war base for agriculture, particularly in relation to wages, 

and presents data to indicate that that was a period unfavorable to labor, 
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and consequently relatively vory favorable to agriculture. To show this 
he extends the analysis farther back toward the Civil War period. Com 
paring urban labor's rewards in torms of hourly rates, with agriculture 
in prices per unit of product, ho concludes that, whoreas agriculture may 
have boon in’a more favorablo position than labor in the period now used 
ag a base portod for agriculturo, the divergence of labor since 1930 has 
boen beyond any reasonable allowance for deficiencies in this base period. 
He follows tho comparison betwoen farm prices and wage rates with a com- 
parison of these two with returns to capital. Hoe finds these returns 
fluctuating greatly on a somewhat higher level than the returns to farmors 
but lower than tho returns to labor sinco 1920. ‘The author notes that 
agriculturo combines labor and capital, and that, although the historic 
levols cannot safely bo: takon as a guide to parity, it is his judgnent 
that the rates of return on capital used in agriculture have declined, 

and that the returns to labor's part in agriculturo have not kept up with 
the gonoral upward trend for labor since 1918, and especially since 1930. 

The author prefers an income to a price parity moasure. Aftor considen- 
ing the available data and analysis, he concludes that in spite of tho 
questions that may bo raised as to the proper valuation of food and shelter 
provided by farms, the facts support the general proposition that in the 
baso poriod and in recont yoars agricultural incomos havo remained at too 
low &@ rolative level. But ho would not undertake to remedy this long 
standing disparity while ongagod in a major war. 

‘ In lator chaptors he deals with inflation and price control. He approves 
tho gonoral price freeze, but doubts whether the mothods of operation will 
bo adequate until more offective controls are provided over the prices of 
farm products and wagose Ho also rocognizes tho need of moasures for ab= 
sorbing, in the form of taxes and savings, the increased income of the

He considers that agriculture is now in a very favorable position and 
should not ask for more. He looks ahead to the situation that may follow 
the war, and calls attontion to the possibility of post-war secondary in- 
flation to be followed by the usual post-war recessione The long-run out- 
look for agriculture dopends very largely on how woll our national economy 
handles somo of its more onduring problems aftor the ware = QO.

In a field as woll supplied with satisfactory textbooks as the field 

. of statistical mothods, itis difficult to justify the presentation of 
another text. The authors of the above book have tried to prepare a dif 
ferent toxt. from others avaflable (1) by adapting statistical methods to 
problems most commonly met in agricultural economics, and (2) by present- 
ing & method of tabular analysis of relationships. 

In adapting the textbook to problems of agricultural economics, more 
than the usual spaca has been devoted to the problem of correlation, par- 
ticularly curvilinear and joint correlation. The analysis. of joint com 
relation is very well illustrated and takes up the problems of both linear 
and curvilinear joint correlation analysis. The principles of correlation 
analysis aro first introduced by the method of tabular analysis of rola- 
tionships. This not only brings out the idea of tho various types of re 
Lationships but also emphasises the advantages of correlation analysise 
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At least one-third of the book is devoted to correlation, including a 
discussion of linear, curvilinear, multiple and partial, and freehand

Because of continuously changing world conditions, the economic 
aspect of any phase of democratic planning is most difficult to 
comprehend. This is particularly true of the rapidly expanding 
soil conservation movement in the United States. Dr. Bunce in 
this monograph performs an important function by bringing to- 
gether into one pattern the many factors that must be considered 
as we formilate a national land preservation policy that will be 
flexible enough to meet widely fluctuating demands over long 
periods. . ; 

The thesis of the book may be expressed by the query: When, 
where, how, and why is soil conservation economic? It is ap- 
proached ckillfully through discussions of price and land-value 
changes and individual and social upheavals which occur when the 
soil is used for production in such a way and for such a period 


of ‘time that the land itself changes. The subject of prices and
